A SPACE ship may land on the planet Mam on 
Jan. 17. 1971. 

That Ls the lM\st day to arrive there from the 
viewpoint of spatv naviRation. nearness to sun 
and surface temperature on Mars. 

Philip Bono, a spac'e-vehicle design spei'ialist 
in the Aero-Space Division of Boeing Aircraft Com¬ 
pany. has it all figured out. He’s serious. 

The story is told in the curi'ent number of the 
Boeing company magazine. 

Eight men could go to Mam and back for a 
return fare of only ?ti26.000,00(). \diich includes 
research, training, ground machinei^ and meals. 
(No winter rates). 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

Bono’s plan for a journey to Mars and back is 
outlined in a 171-page document entitled “Prelim¬ 
inary Design for a Manned Mars Vehicle.” 

The Mars ship would be a spear-shaped craft 
248 feet high and 82 feet wide, weighing 8.3(X).000 
pounds, made to carry eight men and 79.8(X) 
pounds of supplies. 

In the cargo would be 8,350 pounds of explor¬ 
atory equipment, a 4,000-pound land vehicle and a 
one-ton collapsible shelter. 

The ship would roar from Elarth to Mars in 
259 days, shedding stages and garbage on the way. 
The crew would park their living quarters and en¬ 
gines in an orbit around Mars, and descend by 
glider (equipped with rocket engines and rocket 
brakes) to the stirface of the planet. 


When the time came to return to earth, the 
eight men (if they had not been eaten by green, 
armored Things with spiders’ legs) wbUld blast 
off, keep a rendezvous with their living quarters 
and engine in orbit around Mars, and piece the 
ship together again for a return to Earth. 

The men would be betting their lives on a 
number of pieces of complicated machinery work¬ 
ing exactly right. JiWging by some recent per¬ 
formances at (jape Omaverai, that seems a long 
chance to take. 

However, Bono thinks It can be done. So there 
is a hope that your little boy really will grow up 
to be a space ship pilot, 12 years from now. 


Only two obatacles stand in his way. To escape 
from the earth, the ship needs seven plug-nozzle 
t\q)e engines (whatever those are) with a 
thrust ci 10,000,000 pounds. 

No rocket engine of this type has been made 
yet However, sayi the author of the article in 
Boeing magazine. **there is a strong poadbility for 
the future.” 

The second obstacle is money. Who is going 
to pay the $626,C)(X),(X)0? The taj^yers, presum¬ 
ably.

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Is There an Overload? 


'X'HE fteady decline In the balance 
of the federal unemployment in¬ 
surance fund, amounting to $529,- 
621.630 since 1957, has been too pro¬ 
longed and regular to attribute it 
solely to the ups and downs of the 
nation's employment rosters in that 
period. While there may have been 
some increasing presaure on the fund 
In the 1957-19^ economic doumtum 
through the physical displacement of 
workers formerly regularly employ¬ 
ed. that cannot be said to the same 
degree of 1959 or the first part of 
the current year, when relative un¬ 
employment is said to have lessened. 

Whatever may be the complex 
factors in continued deterioration in 
the fund, the size of the reduction in 
the balancing reserve of the whole 
scheme is aliurming. Three years ago 
the unemployment insurance fund 
stood at $8M,607345. Successively 
sinoe then it has fallen in yearly in¬ 
tervals to $6^,102.899, tlm $454,- 
462,496, and at April 30 this year to 
its lowest at $324,966,215. That rep¬ 
resents an annual shrinkage 6f ap¬ 
proximately $150,000,000, though^the 


periods concerned have not been 
identical. One is tempted to ask \^at 
the position of the fund might be 12 
fnonths hence when Canada, In com¬ 
mon with an unsettled world, may 
have need of it. 

We accept without question the 
figures given by Labor Minister 
Starr on behalf of the government. 
He has access to the' record, and is 
showing courage in making a some¬ 
what alarming report. In view of its 
nature, however, the administration 
would be well advised to pursue the 
matter further. If actual unemploy¬ 
ment is not causing undue drain on 
the funds of the scheme what is? 
Has there been an overloading of the 
original purpose of the plan by too- 
ready inckurion of working categories 
in seasonal or other occupations? Is 
the fund being expected to carry 
some functions which more properly 
mav belong to other departnienta, 
biciuding relief and welfare? Cer¬ 
tainly the situation is not encourag¬ 
ing. and could if continued fmpose 
a serious threat to the operation of 
unemployment Insurance throughout 
the nation. 


About to Begin

Victoriana can scarcely complain 
after this about lacking means to^ 
to Vancouver by water. It Is true that 
apajrt from tha onoa-daily summer 


CPR ferry from Victoria to Van¬ 
couver and Seattle no dofwntown boat 
Is available, but in an age of so much 
air travel more than this cannot be 
expected. Had the CPR boats not 
sailed near-empty the old-time ferry 
schedules would still be In operation. 

Travellers have a good choice of 
routes before them. In addition to the 
CPA's sununer servipe there are the 
CPR and Black Ball boats from Na¬ 
naimo; there is the Port Angeles 
connection and the Sidney-Anacortes 
ferries; now there will be the Swartz 
Bay-Tsawwaasen route. There must 
be few island cities which have such 
various means of entry and depart¬ 
ure at their disposal 

The governme n t says it looks for¬ 
ward confidently to the successful 
operation of its new ferry service. 
One trusts that the enterprise shown 
fai this will get the support It de- 
aerves. The ferry terminal on this 
tide is at the back door of Victoria 
and that should be sufficient induce¬ 
ment to warrant a staady flow of 
patronage. * 


Don’t ‘Improve’ Everything 


•n BCREATION IdINISTER WEST- 
wood's vigorous pursuit of the 
B.(^ Government's relatively new 
marine parks policy commands ad¬ 
miration. In the short time during 
which this program has been in 
effset the minister, ably assisted by 
the fMd staff of his new department, 
hM ssade remarkable progreas and 
the rapidly increasing use being 
made of the tidewater parks so far 
esUbUshed is afl the proof needed 
of the popularity of these projacts. 

Now ttiere is promise of further 
extension of the program as fast as 
it can be pushed ahead. Hiis prompts 
us, St the risk of appearing to con- 
tra(ttct ourselves, to urge the minister 
not to let himself ba carried away in 
the matter of developing marine 
parks. Throughout the country now-

What Is it that moves some people

It 
is the quest for isolation from the 
re^lmanted world of workaday neces¬ 
sity and the desire to sechide them¬ 
selves for a little while in the wilder¬ 
ness. Fin what was once wfhtemess 
with the convenienoes of a dty play¬ 
ground and it is shorn of its natural 
appaal 

There,are of course places heavily 
patroniapd by Iravtllers where for 
obvious reasons the provision of cer¬ 
tain facilities is naoessary. But it is 
not necessary to "develop" all the 
places secured by far-sighted plan¬ 
ning for the enjoyment of the 
people. 

Years ago when thia paper was

The rtport of the commission on 
postwar housing set up by the Boyml 
Architeetural Institute of Ca n ada waa 
released this week. It makes these 
end other points most strongly, and 
outlines proposals to correct them. Its 
conclusions stem from a tlx months* 
inquiry across the eountry by three 
of our leading architects, Peter 
Dobush, John Parkin and Nad Pratt 
Their work deserves to be reed and 
thought on, not filed and forgotten.

Having urged the BAIC to under¬ 
take this Inquiry. I studied the report 
with great Intarast I agrea with most 
of it although it’s obvious that It will 
bo a long thne befors aomo of tho 
recommended reforms can be 
effedec^ For example, "significant 
Improvement in tha living environ- 
manta of Canadians will be possible 
tn the immediate future 11 el least 
150,000 new dwellings a year are 
built but hardly at lower rataa." 

New housing ttarts are currently 
running at e rate of 4SJ)00 a year. 

But what makes the report im¬ 
portant isn’t so much tho targets set 
up aa the thinga said; things that 
have long n se dsd saying by authori¬ 
tative, responaihlo people In this 
field. 


The way the committee condemns 
municipal authoritiss for major oon- 
tributiona to the ahoricoininga of to- 
da 3 r*s suburbia is none the less effec¬ 
tive for being more aarcaetie than 
acathing. Example: 

"It Is for everyone who had been 
a municipal councillor in the past de¬ 
cade to answer in hia local situation 
why (the fOderal-provindal land 
aaaembly acheme) was not more gen¬ 
erally adopted, to hold down the cost 
of housing." 

Tho committee found little com¬ 
mon aenet In many municipal build¬ 
ing bylaws; it lalsrred that munidpal 
(and CMHC) authorities lack the 
broad view; It aald in effect that ex¬ 
cept In Hamilton and Vancouver and 
to a leesaer degree in Ottawa and 
Toronto, city councUa aeftningly 
couldn’t care less about what a new 
neighborhood will look like. *rbere Ie 
leek of over-all munidpal planning 
of developraent; and zoning laws are 
"applied more tenderly then logic¬ 
ally," resulting in "crasy-quOta of 
compromise." 

It Isn’t hard, in the Vfht of num¬ 
erous municipal land scandals, te 
fathom what the committee meant 
when It says munidpal adthoriUca 
should bo "free ef Influence for ex¬ 
pediency or favoritism." 


I would have preferrsd the com¬ 
mittee to wield the flat of its sword 
more vlgoroualy among the archi¬ 
tects The inquiry «raa Intended to en¬ 
courage more effective contribution 
by professional aiehltecta. Everybody 
knows the reason many archltccu 
won’t go Into housing: thert’a mere 
money In iovenunental and commer- 
dal work. 

Maybe Ifa too much to expect 
more then the diplomatic approach 
on thia pobH a gentle statement thet 
erphitects should participate mere. 
But this is a mihor criticism. The re¬ 
port la sound, timely and valuable.

Cold War to 
The Southward

N ikita khrushchev js en- 

pending cold war battlcfidds to 
involve Latin America. In fart, to 
judge by the Soviet premier's state¬ 
ments in Paris, the newest zig-zag in 
Communist tactics is the decision to' 
foment revolutions in the Western 
Ifemisphere. 

Most of the rest of what Khruah- 
chev talked about during and after 
the iU-fated summit meeting was a 
repetition of the current Communist 
propaganda line. But he told a fare¬ 
well preas conference in the French 
capital that he "can only welcome 
eventa in Cuba."

There, said the world’s No. 1 Com¬ 
munist, “the people rose courage¬ 
ously under the bfinner of tho 
struggle for independence. 

"I am convinced that other Latin 
American countries wiU do likewise." 
Khrushchev went on to say. "We are 
happy to hear of LeUn America’e 
atruggie for independence agalnal 
American imperialimi." 

There was no misUking the im¬ 
port of the Red leader’s words. Ho 
was giving Latin American revolu¬ 
tionaries — and there are plenty of 
them In each and every one of the 20 
Latin nations — blanket Soviet ap¬ 
proval 

Khrushchev was voicing approba¬ 
tion of the violent revolutionary, as 
opposed to peaceful revolutionary, 
means of improving Latin social, 
economic and politicel conditions. 

In other words, Khrushchev was 
dsclaring himself in favor of tho 
bloody overthrow of«every etUb- 
liahed government in Latin Amtrlce.' 
with the possible exception of Cube. 
For, by hia definition, only the rabidly 
enU-AmerIcan regime of Fidel Castro 
merits pralae for its fight against 
"American hnperialiam." 

it it it 

Khrushchev chose to ignore tho 
fact that increasing numbers of 
Cubans ere dissatisfied with Caatre 
and the Cuban revolution. Castro ie 
destroying the old ordbr of things, 
but Isevlng Uttls more than chaos la 
hia wake. 

'That is what the Communista 
want: destnicUon leading to disorder; 
after which the Reds, under Moscow’s 
direetien. may take over. ’That is not 
what Cubans fought for. They 
wanted a more perfect democracy, 
not Communiri or Red-dominated dlo- 
tatorahip. 

Already there are ample aigna in 
Latin America that Caa^ is being 
recognized as a Communist ’Trojan 
horse. 

Before It became evident that 
Castro waa Uttle more than a tro- 
mendousiy magnetic personality, 
without a reasonable plan of govern¬ 
ment, his esuse was championed by 
most of Latin America’a recognized 
Intellectuala. One by one they have 
departed hia camp, aa they saw 
Castro letting himself become an ag- 
creative Red puppet

Thn danger for the United States 
snd Latin America hinges on Castro's 
impressive personal appeal and tho 
InablUty. or unwilUngness. of those 
who know him to be a Communist 
dupe to communicate their knowl¬ 
edge to the milUons of their fellow 
Latins who still consider Fidel a 
model revolutionary.

Eerie Groups 

On the hills around Durban, 
eerie groups in pitch darkness 
by the roadside In isolated 
places chanted, shouted, pray¬ 
ed.

At Qualicum Bay recently we noticed the simple .smoke-j 
hou^e operated by Fve Luinb for her Noiquay 'Cabins fisher¬ 
men arxl were impressed with its simplicity. | 

It is Just an old ice box with a hot plate Inside. It is as 
simple as that. We decided to try it out and got good results 
from the first fish we smoaed. ' 

We had an old ice box of the insulated type at home, 
so that was no problem. \\> went to a second hand store and 
bought a hot plate for $2. W’e put the hot plat^ in the bottom 
of the iee box and mished the cord through the hole where 
the melting ice is suppo.sed to drip out. , . 

We had our smokehouse.

Next was to get a fish to smoke. W’e nipped up to Clay¬ 
tons early in the morning. It was rough . . . really too 
rough for fishing. . . . and we had difficulty getting one, but 
wt did end up with a nice blueback and had lost a couple more. 

On the way back home we cut some green alder and then 
rushed back to try out what, to us, was a new innovation. 

W’e located an old cookie tin, peeled the bark off the 
alder, and then used an a.xe to chip the green alder. We tossed 
the chips Into the cookie tin and put if on top of the hot plate 
In the ice box. W’e covered the hot plate and the top of the 
rookie tin with sheets of tin to prevent drippings from the 
aalmon falling onto them.

The twice • married Mrs. 
Weary's great-grandfather 
was the first general manager 
of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way. She was divorced from 
her first husband and is 
estranged from her second. 
Martin T. Weary. 

The SQ-year-old estranged 
husband is before the court 
charged with assaulting 
photographer Marven L. 
Aitken. 26, who was with 
Bridger at the time of the 
shooting. He faces trial July 
19. 

As Mrs. Weary was being 
led from the courtroom to a 
cell pending Monday’s hear¬ 
ing, she said: 

"Isn’t it awful, Martin and 
I having to appear in the 
same court And we aren’t 
speaking, either." 

At a coroner’s inquest earlier 
this week, when a jury found 
Mrs. Weary criminally respon¬ 
sible for Bridger’s death, she 
testified she ifred the shot 
•ccidentaUy.

If you let these go for long, 
the whole shape of the tree will be 
ruined and it will never again he a 
shapely, symmetrical specimen. If 
you find two upper shoots competing 
for leadership, therefore, don’t heal- 
^te to rut out the weaker one of the 
^o. taking it off at iu point of 
origin and leaving the stronger tip in 
undisputed posacesion of the top of 
the tree, Jf this tip rants out at an 
angle, better straighten It out with a 
amall splint.

Branches which cause overcrowd¬ 
ing and congested growth are eligible 
for rensoval at any season of the 
year, but you can spot this overcrowd¬ 
ing so much better when the tree or 
shrub is in full leaf than when viewed 
in their leafless state in midwinter. 
Such supernumerary branches should 
be taken out in their entirety, making 
•a very smooth cut flush with the 
parent branch or trunk.

It isn't wise to shorten any branch 
too drastically at this .season of the 
year. With the urge to grow running 
so strongly now. the remaining por 
tion of the amputated branch is liable 
to burst out in a veritable forest of 
useless twiggy growth. 

If branch tips are making too 
much extension growth, a better plan 
is a system known in England as 
"brutting.” Instead of cutting off the 
offending tip, it is simply broken by 
hand and left dangling on the tree. 

You’ll have a very disreputable¬ 
looking tree on your hands, and 
you'll probably cause some raised 
eyebrows among the pukka sahibs In 
your neighborhood, but at least the 
branches will stop growing outward

The idea of pruning shrubs and 
trees in high summer seems a bit 
startling to many gardener^, who 
seem to think the plants vvill be in¬ 
jured or even killed by cutting back 
a. any other time but winter. Yet 
these .same gardeners think nothing 
of cutting an armful of roses for their 
vases and bowls, which is most cer¬ 
tainly a form of summer pruning 
and, if it is done properly, the bushes 
benefit accordingly. 


Keep this in mind when you cut 
roses for the house and don’t Just 
make your cuts any old how. Take 
plenty of stem and make your cuts 
as carefully as you would during the 
March pruning, selecting a a^t Im¬ 
mediately above a suitable outward¬ 
facing plump growth bud. 


T have one flowering crabapple 
which has never been pruned at all in 
the conventional sense, yet it is a 
shapely tree and bears a terrific crop 
of blossom every spring. My laxy 
gardener's method la simply to turn 
my wife loose on It during the blos¬ 
som period, telling her to help her¬ 
self to sprays oY blossom for the 
house to her heart’s content.

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A SPACE ship may land on the planet Mars on 
Jan. 17, 1971. 

That is the best day to arrive there from the 
viewpoint of space navigation, nearness to sun 
and surface temperature on Mars. 

Philip Bono, a space-vehicle design specialist 
In the Aero-Space Division of Boeing Aircraft Com¬ 
pany. has it all figured out. He’s serious. 

The stor>' is told in the current number of the 
Boeing company magazine. 

Eight men could go to Mars and back for a 
return fare of only $626,000,000, which includes 
reseairh. training, ground machinery and meals. 
(No winter rates). 

e * « 

Bono’s plan for a journey to Mars and back is 
outlined in a 171-pa» document entitled “Prelim¬ 
inary Design for a Manned Mars Vehicle.’* 

The Mars ship would be a spear-shaped craft 
248 feet high and 82 feet wide, weighing 8,3(X),000 
pounds, made to carry eight men and 79,800 
pounds (tf supplies. 

In the cargo would be 8,350 pounds of explor¬ 
atory equipment, a 4,000-pound land vehicle and a 
one-ton coDapdble shelter. 

The ship would roar from Earth to Mars in 
2S9 days, shedding stages and garbage on the way. 
The crew would park their living quarters and en¬ 
gines in an orbit around Mars, and descend by 
glider (equipped with rocket engines and rocket 
brakes) to the surface of the planet. 


When the time came to return to earth, the 
eight men (if they had not been eaten by green, 
armored *rhings with spiders’ legs) would blast 
off, keep a rendezvous with their living quarters 
and engine in orbit around Mars, and piece the 
sMp together again for a return to Earth. 

The men would be betting their lives on a 
number of pieces of complicated machinery work¬ 
ing exactly right. Judging by some recent per¬ 
formances at Cape Canaveral, that seems a long 
chance to take. 

However, Bono thinks it can be done. So there 
Is a hope that your little boy really win grow up 
to be a QMce ship pilot, 12 years from now.
